.AII religious denominations in the East Liverpool district 
join today iii congratulating the First Methodist Episcopal con­ 
gregation on the progress made during the IOO years of the 
church’s existence in East Liverpool, an event which will be cele­ 
brated with a week's service opening tomorrow’. 
Methodism was the pioneer in the church movement in the 
city of hills and kilns, as the Ceramic City was termed by a former 
pastor here, for history records the fact that Rev. Robert Dob­ 
bins, of Yellow Creek, a minister of the Wesley faith, preached 
the first sermon in East Liverpool. And, too, Methodists erected 
the first church here, the founder of the town, Thomas Fawcett, 
although a Quaker, aiding in thoir early attempts to establish a 
religious foothold. 
Thanks to the intrepid, Cod-loving men who followed the trail 
blazed by the pioneers, the church has grown rapidly in mem­ 
bership as well as taken great strides spiritually in the community, 
where it has always been a force of righteousness. In its century 
cf achievements it has enrolled more than 50,000 persons— twice 
the present population of the Ceramic City— and from it has 
grown four other churches in the community— Pennsylvania Ave 
nue and Boyce, in East End; Orchard Grove Avenue, on the North- 
side, and Anderson, West Ninth street. 
And, too, it has given 
several sons to the ministry and sent its daughters into the mis 
•ionary field. 
Directing its work have been pastors who were leaders in 
the religious as well as the civil life of the city. The names of the 
spiritual advisers of Methodism in the community, from Rev. 
George Brown, the first pastor, who functioned in 1827, down to

Weather News For Fliers 
It is planned to increase the safety of air mail fliers by giving 
them far better weather reports than they have had in the past. 
The new system will first be tried out on the route between Cleve­ 
land and Chicago, lf successful it will be extended as needed. 
At present weather reports are received at landing fields only 
twice a day and from only a few weather stations. Soon the num 
ber of stations reporting will be greatly increased and the reports 
will be sent in every two hours. 
Thus a flier, leaving any airport, can know what kinds of 
weather are prevailing along the route ahead of him and prepare 
for emergencies. 
This is a normal step in the advancement of aviation. 
Radio 
m d telegraph make such a service possible as older methods of 
communication could not have done.

President Coolidge is reported as cutting down hrs speaking 
engagements and otherwise denying himself to the public more 
than has been his custom.

WASHINGTON, I). O., Nov. 26. — 
The quadrennial agitation over the 
two thirds rule is now causing Demo­ 
cratic leaders to worry and giving Re- 
pul lh ans reason to hope that the 1928 
campaign will be com paratively as 
easy for them as was that of 1924. 
Most of Democracy's big men would 
like to avoid a deadlock in their na­ 
tional convention next year and they 
are inclined to think that. A few of 
them, however, regard an attack upon 
that rule as little short of an invasion 
of their constitutional rights and get 
so excited over it that they forget 
how their party m akes -its rules. 
Take Senator Caraway, of A rkan­ 
sas, for example.

Taking the average American’s purchasing power as IOO, the aver­ 
age individual’s purchasing power in Europe is graded as fellows: 
England, 55; Denmark, 53; Holland, 46; Sweden, 40; France, 38: 
Germany, 34; Belgium, 32; Italy, 27; and Austria, 26.

Not a Law of The Party. 
In the first place, it is to be noted 
that the two-thirds rule is not a law 
of the Democratic party. 
There are 
no party laws or rules. Ka* h national 
convention adopts the rules by which 
it is to bt1 governed and it does this 
by a majority vote. 
Usually it does 
this in a wholly perfunctory maimer, 
on a motion that the rules of the last 
preceding 
convention 
be 
adopted, 
which' is declared carried on a viva 
voce vote. 
Senator Caraway to tile contrary, 
there is no question of repealing or 
abrogating the two-thirds rule, w heth­ 
er by a two-thirds vote or a majority 
vote. 
When the Democrats assemble 
in national convent ion next year they 
will he committed to the two-thirds 
rule only as a m atter of precedent. 
T h tir party has betu adhering to 't 
for approximately a hundred years, 
and it may he said to have the sanc­ 
tion of common law, as it were, but 
it will not control the 1928 convention 
unless it is specifically approved and 
adopted by that body. 
It may be omitted from the conven­ 
tion's rules and a test vote on the 
question may be thereby avoided. But 
if 
the parliam entary sharps 
Know 
what they are talking about, there will 
be no two-thirds rule in the next De­ 
mocratic National Convention unless 
there is an affirm ative vote to th a t 
effect. 
Moreover, no two-thirds vote 
will he necessary to adopt the two- 
thirds rule. 
A m ajority of the dele­ 
gates comprising the convention can 
decide as they please as to how it 
shall be conducted. 
They can decree 
the kind of toothbrushes, if any. th a t 
are to be favored by the em battled 
hosts, and they can decide that a dele­ 
gate who appears unshaven at a m orn­ 
ing session shall be held in contem pt 
of the convention and condemned to 
condign puishmet. 
Along with the two-thirds rule, should 
it be cast aside by next year’s conven­ 
tion, will probably go tho unit rule. 
U nder the former, be it understood, a 
candidate for President can not be 
nominated until he receives the votes 
of two thirds of all the delegates in 


the convention; tinder the latter, a 
m ajority of the delegates from a State 
can determ ine how all the 'o te s from 
that State shall be cast. 
A Refuge of The Minority. 
The two-thirds rule is usually fft- 
vored by the m inority elem ents in a 
coni cation. 
Candidates who can net 
command the support of a m ajority 
of tim delegates naturally w ant the 
nomination 
determ ined 
by 
a 
t*<> 
thirds vote, because th at gives them 
a chance in the compromise th at is 
eventually worked out. 
Also a min­ 
ority th at em braces more than a third 
of the contention can deside who 
shall not be the presidential nominee 
even though it m ay not be able to dic­ 
tate who ‘■hall be. 
Thus in 1912 at Baltimore a min­ 
ority decreed that. Champ Clark should 
not be- the party's candidate for Presi­ 
dent. although a m ajority of the dele­ 
gates in the convention had voted for 
the Missourian on a num ber of bal­ 
lots. 
Bryan led the minority th at ex­ 
ercised this veto power, and it was 
generally believed he hoped to force 
his own nomination, but in the end 
Woodrow Wilson became the benefici­ 
ary of the deadlock. 
Had the Clark forces been certain 
they could m uster a m ajority in the 
convention it goes w ithout saying 
that there would have been no two- 
thirds rule adopted th at year. 
The 
nomination would have been made by 
a m ajority vote and ' lark would have 


be*m the hiohy man. 
Just how much 
that would h«T»' chanced the history 
of the 
world

guessed about. 
In 1916 when Wilson wa-s re nom I* 
noted by acclamation the only refer­ 
ence to the two-thirds rule was in

Jam es, the chairm an of the conven­ 
tion, to the effect that Wilson was 
the nominee because he had received 
more than the required two-thirds 
vote. 
There was no question as to 
W ilson's being nominated, but Senator

thirds vote. 
Prior to the 1924 convention there 
was much talk to the effect th at th# 
Democrats m ight abandon he prece­ 
dent to which they had adhered ever 
since Andrew Jackson took charge of 
their party, but when the delegates 
assembled f o r , the famous Madison 
Square Garden m eeting no one d;.red 
to risk the issue. 
The leading candi­ 
dates for the Presidency were VV il- 
liam G. McAdoo and Governor Al 
Smith. 
E ither one of them would 
have been glad to scrap the two*, 
thirds rule if he had been sure he I 
could line up a m ajority of the d-*le-' 
gates, but neither was willing to ti ke 
a chance of losing to the other on a 
bare m ajority \ ote.

Steady Growth of Town

Steady growth of Midland borough 
Is reflected In a survey 
In 
Lincoln 
high school, completed today by Prin­ 
cipal R. E. Boyles, showing this year's 
graduating class to be the largest In 
the history of the school. 
Enrollment has increased from nine 
pupils taught by one teacher in 1914 
to 227 pupils given instruction by a 
corps of 13 teachers today. 
Nine pu­ 
pils will graduate in January during 
the mid-year season and the regular 
June graduating class will number 2d. 
Present population of the school is 
divided as follows: Freshmen, 81; so­ 
phomores, 60; Juniors, 45; seniors, 35; 
boys. I l l ; , and girls, 116. 
Girls out­ 
numbered the boys 114 to 99 last year, 
With the exception of two slumps, 
one in 1919 resulting from post-war 
cepression, and the other in 1922 dur­ 
ing a prolonged period of inactivity in 
tile steel industry upon which Midland 
Is 
dependent, the 
number of high 
ichool pupils has increased every year, 
the survey shows. 
Girls 
maintained their attendance 
record during both depression periods, 
but boys’ attendance weakened notice­ 
ably. 
Approximately 37 per cent of 
the 
present graduating class which start­ 
ed with 69 freshmen four years ago 
will receive diplomas next June. Class 
bolding highest percentage of 
grad­ 
uates is that of 1921, SO per cent of

uation. * Twenty-one of the 26 fresh­ 
men of that class completed the entire 
four-year course.

It proved a formidable financial un- 
de rf aking even though the congrega­ 
tion was the- largest in the circuit. 
Thus services for a long interim were 
held in the basem ent of the ineont- 
plrted structure which was known as 
“Father Phillips* church," since W il­ 
liam Phillips ,a Dixonville farm er hid 
mortgaged 
his home 
to build that 
much of the planned church. 
Methodism and pottery manufacture 
are entwined in th at iii these notable 
early days Jam es, Edwin and William 
Bennett, pioneer potters then engaged 
in establishing of the first plant here­ 
abouts, worshipped in this basem ent 
temple. 
Edwin Bennett, a M ethodist 
i since he w as 19, frequently preached 
therein. 
Storm Wrecked Building. 
The upper section of the church was 
finally made of brick.
